Siwecli  to  “establish  closer  liaison"  be- 
tween native  Indians  and  the  Provincial 
Government.  That  is  as  far  as  it  goes  at 
the  mon  rnt,  however,  for  it  Is  plain  from 
the  wording  of  the  bill  that  the  function.^ 
of  the  six  man  committee  will  be  lho.9e  of  a 
lact-finding  commission.  Neverthele.ss  the 
bill  marks  a step  forward,  even  if  a slow 
and  hesitant  one.  since  for  the  first  time 
-provUilon  la  made  for  the  apfiointmenl.  in 
addition  to  the  unpaid  committee,  of  a per- 
manent secretary  of  Indian  affairs,  under 
the  Minister  of  Labor. 

Reluctance  of  the  Province  to  take  any 
more  positive  action  at  this  Juncture  no 
doubt  was  influenced  by  the  fact  that  the 


scope  of  pending  Dominion  legislation  Is 
not  yet  known.  Any  reforms  that  may  be 
contemplated  provihcially  are  bound  to  be 
affected  by  the  new  bill  of  rights  for  In- 
dians which  Immigration  Minister  Harris 
promised  this  week  would  be  introduced  at 
Ottawa  during  the  present  session. 

Much  or  little  could  come  of  the  provin- 
cial committee’s  Investigations  and  recom- 
mendations. Its  appointment  could  be  a 
gesture;  or  it  could  pave  the  way  for  a real 
improvement,  in  the  extension  to  Indian.s  of 
help  and  opportunities  too  long  denied. 
As  the  authority  conslllutionally  resjwn- 
sible  for  Indian  welfare,  the  Dominion  Gov-‘ 
ernment  has  evaded  this  question  up  to 
now.  It  remained  for  Bitish  Columbia  to 
set  an  example  for  Canada  by  enfranchis- 
ing the  native  race,  an  action  which  encour- 
ages belief  in  Its  sincerity  of  purpose  in 
creating  this  new  committee.

At  best  he  makes 
a somewhat  slow  crossing,  and  he  U lucky  If, 
tn  ^la  aruilety  to  gel  across  quickly,  he  does 
not  stall  tils  engine  right  on  the  main  highway, 
with  a car  bearing  down  on  Tilm  perhaps  from 
around  w curve,  there  are  all  the  elements  of 
a first  clsss  smash-up  and  tragedy.  This  risk 
can  be  magnified-  during  horse  racing  events 
when  many  of  the  racegoers  are  In  a convivial 
mood. 

Wl\atevsr  is  the  outcome  provision  should  be 
made  to  bring  all  side  roads  to  a level  grade 
where  It  loins  the  highway  ao  that  a car  has 
a normal  take-off  when  It  eroaaea  or  mingles

HOW  many  poets  starve  tn  garreta  | 
nowadays  Is  anyone's  guess.  One  ^ 

serious  writer  at  least,  Oeorge  Orwell, 
was  down  and  out  in  Paris  and  Lon- 
don prior  to  writing  books  that 
brought  him  fame  and  fortune,  only  to 
have  a perverse  fate  cause  hla  death 
before  he  eould  enjoy  these  welcome 
atlribules  to  plea.sant  living. 

The  case  of  Edgar  Rice  Burroughs 
must  cause  many  an  erudite  pen  to 
ponder,  nevertheless.  The  creator  of 
Tarxan  scarcely  added  to  the  enlight- 
enment of  the  w'orM,  even  if  millions 
enjoyed  vicarious  excitement  at  his 
hapds.  yet  he  died  last  Sunday  a corn- 
parative  Croestis. 

Rewards  are  often  disparate,  of 
course,  as  witness  the  absurd  sums 
paid  to  many  a movie  puppet,  and 
there  are  at  least  two  classes  of  lit- 
erature-the  best-selling  class  and 
the  best-reading  class.  Not  Loo  often 
are  they  one  and  .^the  same.  This  la 
not  to  elevate  one  or  dl.spsrage  the 
other,  merely  to  note  the  duality. 

And  the  unevenness  of  the  literary 
life  in  general.

Whether  or  not  Inherited  InsUnct 
created  a nostalgic  reaction  on  the 
part  of  Burroughs' readers,  It  is  seem- 
ingly a fact  that  they  numbered  mil- 
lions. The  tales  of  the  ape  man  were 
swallowed  avidly. 

Tarxan  waa  born,  If  that  word  may 
be  permissible.  Just  at  the  right  time; 
in  an  era  when  people  were  ready  for 
any  far-fetched  ykrn.  He  flourlshi'd 
mIghUly.  It  wUl  be  remembered,  dur- 
ing the  decade  that  saw  flagpole  sit- 
ters elevated  to  more  than  tha  top 
of  a pole,  and  marathon  dancert  ac- 
claimed as  national  heroes  and  hero- 
ines. All  In  all  it  ts  not  surprising  that 
this  continent  "fell"  for  the  Jungle- 
bred  Apollo— and  fell  hard. 

In  his  own  heart,  before  he  became 
Inured  to  and  thereby  Inoculated 
against  the  phenomenon.  Burroughs 
must  have  wondered  at  his  success, 
popping  his  eyes  In  amaxement  as 
book  sales  soared  Into  uncountable 
millions  of  copies  and  motion  picture 
producers  thrust  vast  cheques  at  him 
merely  for  his  .signature  on  a contract. 

If  It  w*as  a Frankenstein  he  created. 
Tarzan  vffts  at  any  rate  a commodity 
that  brought  Burroughs  much  ma- 
terial gain,  and  apparently  satisfied 
his  literary  ambitions  since  he  spent 
half  a lifetime  embellishing  this  pic- 
turesque Jungle  character.  One  does 
not.  of  course,  willingly  cut  oneself 
off  from  a gold  mine.

Tarxan  was  without  a doubt  a cap- 
Uvatlng  figure.  Animal  boys  are  oa 
old  as  history:  fragmentary  tales  are 
heard  every  eo  ofton  about  children 
left  In  the  care  of  wild  animals  and 
reared  as  members  of  the  tribe.  Clr- 
cases  are  full  of  spurious  examples. 

The  ape  man  later  personified  by 
Johnny  Weismuller  and  others,  how- 
ever. was  a fascinating  chap.  If  ha 
became  a bit  boresome  when  be  ha<T~ 
run  through  all  hU'  trtrka.  he  was 
arresting  to  begin  with,  handsome,  in- 
telligent. and  as  strong  as  any  real 
•pe.  Bo  said  Burroughs,  and  no  one 
was  bettar  qualified  to  knowt 
It  was  perhaps  a totich  of  genius 
to.maka  him  an  aristocrat.  A lord  tn 
the  diBgttlst  of  an  ape.  or  vice  versa.  Is 
Certain  of  speeial  attention.  Sven  If  his 
screen  accents  depart  somewhat  froa 
ihe  ^ndards  of  Mayfair. 

Tarxan  will  go  on.  no  doubt.  He  la 
too  much  of  a treasure  to  be  east 
lightly  aside.

Peace  Congress  will  explain  why  Rev. 
James  EndlooU.  of  Toronto,  chairman 
of  the  congress,  should"  have  com- 
plained of  the  refusal  of  the  Wa.>ih- 
Ington  authorities  to  permit  some 
Canadians  to  enter  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Kndicott  made  this  statement 
at  Moscow  where,  no  doubt,  he  is 
brushing  up  on  Peace  Congress  mat- 
ters. He  ts  reported  to  have  said  that 
“tens  of  thousands"  of  Canadians 
have  been  permanently  excluded  from 
entering  the  United  States  because  of 
their  activities  in  behalf  of  peace. 

Hon.  L.  B.  Pearson.  Minister  of  Ex- 
ternal Affairs,  in  commenting  on  this 
statement,  pointed  out  that  the 
United  States-Canada  boundary  la  the 
most  free  and  Apen  one  In  the  world. 
In  1040.  he  said.  SO.OOO.DOO  people 
erosMd  this  frontier.  « And  the  toti^ 
number  of  Canadians  questioned  by 
the  Wa.shlngton  authorities  was  lest 
than  100.  not  tens  of  thousands. 

But  of  greater  significance  than 
these  untrue  statements  is  the  curious 
blindness  of  Mr.  Kndicott  to  the  kind 


of  boundary  that,  at  Moscow's  insist- 
ence. exists  between  Soviet  RuMia 
and  lU  vassal  states  on  the  one  hand 
and  the  rest  of  the  world  on  the  other. 
Mr.  Endlcolt  and  the  Peace  Cungre.ss 
need  not  worry  about  a frontier  which 
Is  the  leu.<(t  guarded  In  tlie  world, 
where  passports  are  not  required  and 
which  30,000,000  people  cross  in  Ihe 
course  of  12  months.  Right  at  Mr. 
EndicoU  s elbow  In  Moscow  li  a fron- 
tier w’hlrh  is  ao  closely  sealed  off  from 
the  rest  of  the  world  by  armed  troops, 
barbed  wire  and  secret  police  that  it 
has  become  known  the  world  over  as 
the  Iron  Curtain.  Here  Indeed  Is  an 
Impassable  boundary  which  .keeps 
everybody  that  is  outside  of  Russia 
at  arm's  length  and  everybody  inside 
of  Russia  except  the  commissars  tn 
one  vast  concentration  camp.  It  ii. 
indeed,  a frontier  that  can  only  be 
crossed  by  those  who  are  welcome  to 
the  Russian  Dictatorship. 

Closed  frontiers  are  highly  unde- 
tlrable  Mr.  Endicotl  and  the  Peace 
Congreu  should  forge*,  about  the  most 
open  of  all  boundary  Unas'  and  con- 
centrate on  getting  rid  of  the  Iron 
Curtain.

The  vlalble  part  of  the  new-type 
eye— colored  to  match  the  good  one  , 
perfectly— Is  a thin,  plastic  ahell. 
much  like  the  old.  stationary  artlfl- ! 
clal  eye.  The  vllal  part  of  the  two- 
piece  m(grhsnl.vm  la  a base  which 
is  Imbedded  in  the  muscle  and  gives., 
the  eye  movement. 

The  base,  made  of  plastic  and 
covered  with  tanuium  mesh.  Is  a 
half-ball  about  the  slat  of  a thumb- 
nail. with  k square  opening  on  Its 
flat  surface. 

Spe^Ullsts  embed  the  base  in  the 
muscle,  weaving  strands  through 
the  mesh  to  secure  It  fumly.  Tlje 


muscle  then  moves  the  base  Just 
as  It  moves  a natural  eyeball,  ui- 
depcndently  or  in  concert  with  the 
good  eye.  The  shell  iq  clipped  Into 
place  In  the  opening  of  the  base. 

The  eye.  developed  by  a team  of 
hospital  doctors  and  technicians,  is 
the  latest  In  a series,  each  an  im- 
provement over  the  previous  oue. 
At  one  stage  In  lU  development  tlic 
eye  muscles  were  sewn  to  holes  In 
the  plastic  base.  Control  was  not 
perfect  ao  the  team  developed  the 
mesh  covering  of  tantalum,  a rare 
metal  used  for  filaments  In  electric 
lamps.  Woven  through  It,  (he 
muscles  hold  the  base  firm. 

Mothers  who  slewed  their  chil- 
dren proudly  to  newspaper  men  at 
a hospital  clinic  recently  said  no 
one  ever  notices  their  children  s eyes 
are  not  normal. 

Sulpha  drugs  and  pemclllln  have 
cut  sharply  the  number  of  injured 
eyes  which  must  be  removed  but 
the  hoapital  treats  from  eight  to  13 
children  a year  whose  eyes  are 
damaged  by  alr-rine_pellj{iB.  oiass.

Pisa  are  believed  to  have  come 
from  Araby  to  Syria.  Prom  there 
they  made  their  way  to  larael. 
Burly  Phuenlcian  traders  carried  the 
fruit  to  their  African  colonies.  Later, 
the  early  Greeks  planted  fig  trees 
In  their  colonies.  And  finally,  the 
Romans  carried  the  fruit  to  sU 
the  temperate  cUmatei  of  Europe. 

Fig.v  were  planted  by  Spanl-sh 
mtaalunarlea  In  California  before 
the  American  Revolution  — these 
' ,n  became  the  famed  'Mlasdon' 
variety.  Thew  were  black  wlih 
small  aeed<)  and  s special  flavor 
much  admired  by  gourmets.  Later 
the  ‘’Adrtailc"  and  lha  ’'kadota** 
types  were  imported  from  Italy,  and 
about  lOOO  the  *CaUfflyma''  was 
introduced,  from  Smyrna.

A lady  has  written  to  me.  asking 
for  a bunch  of  cooked  salad  dress- 
ings. “the  oM-fashluned  kmd.  " Well. 
I remember  a lot  that  Grandma 
used  to  dish  up,  especially  the  one 
•he  usad  tor  cole  lUw.  Bhe  aUp  used 
It  with  potato  salad. 

6ha  l^at  one  egg  lightly,  then 
added  \ cup  of  milk  Then  she 
mixed  together  two  tablMpoons  of 
flour.  l'«  tablespoons  of  sugar,  one 
teaspoon  of  mustard,  one  teaspoon 
of  salt,  and  a few  grains  of  cayenne. 
These  she  put  in  the  top  of  a double 
boiler,  and  added  the  milk  mixture 
gradually.  She  eooked  all  this  over 
hot  water  for  about  Icn  mlnutsa. 
until  the  mlxturs  thickened.  Then 
she  sddrd  two  tablespoons  of  butter, 
and  N cup  of  mild  vinegar.  8be  let 
this  cool,  and  then  poured  It  over  ihs 
shredded  cabbage.  Wonderful! 

Then  there  is  a cream  cooked 
dressing  that  Is  good  Hnit  together 
ts  cup  of  vinegar,  one  teaspoon  of 
butter,  and  two  tablespooru  of  sugar 
In  the  top  of  the  double  boiler.
